DISCOVERY IN 


Building is Dug from Ruins of 
Memphis, the Greatest City in the 
World Three Thousand Years Ago 
and Which Flourished in the Days 
of Herodotus.

PHILADELPHIA, August 1.—The 
discovery of a great temple at Mem- 
phis in Egypt belonging approximate- 
ly to the period of Rameses II., is 
announced by the University Museum 
as a result of the spring and summer 
explorations of the Eckly B. Coxe, 
Jr.. Egyptian expedition under the 
leadership of Dr. Fisher, curator of 
the Egyptian section of the University 
Museum. 

The find is considered of the first 
Importance and is hoped te be only 
the beginning of furt develop- 
ments in Memphis, len was one of 
the great cities of the world, poasi- 
bly the greatest, in the time of Ram- 
eses II., more than 3000 years ago 
which is known to have been of great 
importance 8000 years ago and proba- 
bly has a history millenniums behind 
that era, 


COVERED WITH MUD. 


It was aiited over by mud from the 
Nile and covered with sand blown 
from the desert so that nothing re- 
mains of the glories which were so 
prominent in the days of Herodotus 
and lasted until long after the Roman 
era. 

The discovery of the great temple, 
to students of history, is highly valua- 
Me, bearing out the glowing chronicles 
of the glory of the Egyptians of r- 
odotus and is another refutation of 
later historians who accused him of 
inserting myths in his writings. 

When the University Museum ex- 
pedition began digging it sought par- 
ticularly the great palace of which 
so much was written. The capitals of 
two columns were discovered and 
these were taken as a cue. One hun- 
dred expert diggers spent three 
months in excavation, with surpris- 
ing results. A great hall of columns 
Was unearthed and the excavations 
carried down to the original soil.

“It is difficult to say whether more 
energetic measures will follow Pres- 
dent Wüson's note to the German gov- 
ernment, but it is already evident that 
American public opinion is disgusted 
at Germany's action, in spite of the 
efforts which Germany is making to 
gain American sympathy.” 

ON GALLIPOLI PENINSULA. 

Speaking of the situation on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, M. Sazonoff sald: 
“The allies, with unshakable tenacity, 
see the approach of the longed-for 
moment when a close and direct bond 
will be established between us. The 
Turks, scenting the approaching 
storm, have overwhelmed the Chris- 
tian peoples still in their power with 
exceptional cruelty.

a basis of autonomy under the sceptre 
of the Emperor of Russia. 

“Together with the Poles, the other 
nationalities of our great and immense 
Russia have exhibited fidelity to the 
mother country. Accordingly our home 
policy should be permeated by the 
principle of impartiality and be- 
nevolence for all faithful Russian citi- 
zens, without regard to distinction of 
nationality, creed or tongue. 

“Let us unite in the joint effort to 
which the monarch summons us! The 
government is firmlyy convinced that 
sooner or later victory will be ours and 
this faith is shared by the whole of 
Russia.

The paasports, 
French passports and “annexes” are 
inspected to see if all is in order; a 
government clerk stamps upon them 
the permission to disembark, and the 
Passenger proceeds to his boat. Usu- 
ally one must stand in line at Folke- 
stone for about an hour. 

Then comes the adventure of cross- 
ing the channel. The greater and 
more luxurious passenger boats were 
long ago taken off and sent where 
heaven and the army transport service 
only know. The crossing ie made in 
little and very fast boats. As there 
are only two of these each day—one to 
Boulogne and one to Dieppe—and as 
they must carry, besides a good many 
soldiers of one kind or another, all 
the civilian traffic between the two na- 
tlons they are usually overcrowded. 
A luncheon, plain but substantia! and 
very good, is served in the dining 
Saloon. However, on busy and calm 
days not half the hungry passengers 
can be served. I have seen one of 
these boats so crowded that only the 
women could find seats, whether on 
deck or in the cabins. The rest of us 
stood packed on the decks. Had we 
been torpedoed we should have gone 
down in one struggling mas like a full 
net of fish.

London at 9 a. m., arrive in Paris at 
8:50 p.m.-——-but the schedule is ob- 
served. The train is dingy; even the 
first-class coaches appear to be in re- 
duced circumstances. There is, how- 
ever, a dining car, which never fails 
to arrive. The meals on these French 
dining cars used to be ag good as the 
best. Now they are only passable. 

When you register at your Paris 
hotel the clerk, with every evidence of 
anxiety for your safety, asks you if you 
have visited the police. You must at 
once. You receive from the hotel a 
paper certifying that you are a bona 
fide guest, and repair to the nearest 
“Commissaire de Police.” He ques- 
tions you before hr writes on the back 
of your passport and the annex a “per- 
mis de sejour“ (residence permit.) 
This, he explains, is good for two 
weeks. If you are going to stay long- 
er you must get u permanent “permis” 
from the Central Police. 

This “permis” is like a gun in a bad 
man's country—you don't need it oft- 
en, but when you need it you need it. 
badly. Mine I had to show only once. 
That time the pclice had out a drag- 
net in a whole district of Paris—they 
were looking for deserters and irreg- 
ularly registered persons who might 
be spies. As for your passport, you 
need it as you need your heart's blood. 
I have had a bad dream more than 
ence—that I was alone in a strange 
foreign city without papers. When 1 
came aboard this boat I chucked the 
portfolio containing my three pass- 
ports, my credentials, my Red Croas 
pass and other papers to my trunk. 
Twice since then I here missed the 
weight in my inside pocket and have 
started in fear before I realized that 
I was on the high »eas, bound for a 
land where passvorts are not neces- 
sary. The habit becomes an Instinct. 

FROM PARIS TO LONDON. 


Getting back from Paris to London 
is rather more trouble than traveling 
the other way. In Paris you must see 
the American Consul, the British Con- 
sul and the police. Usually there is 
A long line at the British Consulate. 
Re-entering at Folkestone, there is a 
medical examination. I think that the 
health officers are guarding against 
smalipox. At any rate, they look 
narrowly at one's wrists and fore- 
head. I have stood in line for two 
hours at Folkestone, waiting my turn. 

Away from the zone of operations 
neither resident nor alien can travel 
by so much as one station without 
getting a permit from the police, stat- 
ing exactly where he is going and 
when. In Paris vou travel out of 
town without special permission is 
limited to the radius of the tram lines. 
Otherwise you must go to the police 
and get a laisser passer on your 
passport and your “annex.” This is 
usually inspected by the sentry at the 
train wicket when you embark and 
by the sentry on the platform when 
you leave the train. Usually this is 
only a formality. 

Usually, but not always. The team 
work is not yet perfect, and the om 
clals at this end Jo not always know 
what is happening at the other end. 
Consequently, they are always giving 
passes to places which no one is al- 
lowed to enter. For example, last 
October, I was in the port of Havre 
—it was then open to civilians. I 
wanted to go to Rouen. I got my 
“laisser passer” and went. I had 
hardly stepped out of the station be- 
fore a British officer stopped me and 
asked for my papers. These proved 
me guilty of the crime of writing for 
the press. Rouen, it appears, had 
suddenly become an important point 
of concentration for the Pritish army 
-——this was just before the Battle of 
Ypres. Consequently I was arrested 
on the spot. S8irce I had only just 
arrived, I was released upon promis- 
ing to take the next train back ‘to 
Hatre. Last Faster, being in Paris,

Government Demonstrates that 
Gasoline is Superior to the Horse 
in Country Deliveries—Carriers 
Cover Routes of from 50 to 64 
Miles a Day Easily.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Aug. 1.—A total of twenty-six 
automobile rural delivery routes will 
be put into operation in California by 
September 1, according to an an- 
nouncement made by the Postoffice 
Department today. The operation of 
twenty-four of these routes will b 
come effective August 2, and two ad- 
ditional routes will be inaugurated 
September 1. 
In all, orders have been issue’ au- 
thorizing 298 motor routes through- 
out the country. Two experimental 
routes were put into operaticn in 
Pennsylvania July 1, at Quarryville. 
Mher authorizations include eighty- 
three routes effective September 1. 
and five routes effective October 1. 
The routes vary in length from a 
fifty mile minimum to tour miles, 
and will be oprated from nine to 
twelve months a year. The aalary 
paid to carriers on such routes varics 
from $1500 to $1800 a year. 
„Reports received by Fostmaster- 
General Burleson from a special in- 
spection of the two pioneer routes in 
Pennsyivania show that this service 
is in every way satisfactory. It is 
demonstrated that where road condi- 
tions are good, as in Caiifornia, that 
even a sixty mile route can be served“ 
in from seven to eight hours. 
Reports to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment being received from many parts 
of the country show the desira)il- 
ity of adding to the motor vehicle 
service as rapidly as possible and it

| without in the least borrowing from 
the Alcott story. Kate Douglas Wig- 
gin, co-author in this effort with 
Charlotte Thompson, never borrows 
from anyone, not even from herself, 
yet she is like many others because 
she writes about plain, everyday peo- 
ple in a genuinely human way. Her 
work is never large, but always de- 
lightful. 

This play has not the scope of “Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch,” yet it 
has the same flavor and freshness. 
Its weakness lies in the fact that 
dear little Rebecca, a part exquisitely 
delineated by «Miss Ida St. Leon, is 
apparently only about 14 yeara of 
age when she is first precipitated trom 
an old-fashioned stage, drawn by real 
horses, driven by one of the best 
actors in Los Angeles—Mr. Louls Ben- 
nison—for whom my respect increases 
with his every performance, in front 
of the “Brick House“ of her Are- 
eating old aunt. Now, while you 
know that every 14 or 15-year-old girl 
will probably, in the course of four 
or five years, grow up into a princess, 
whom some prince will desire to wed, 
nevertheless it ie asking something 
more than is fair to expect you to

Just as a plot this would never do, 
especially when your princess is not 
to wed some highly romantic actor. 

A little girl of that age is too old 
for a baby story and too young for 
a Jove tale; consequently she compels 
us to take too much of both. When 
the part,however, ie created with such 

@ fragrant art as Mies St. Leon has 
15 to it, the daintiness of the 
conception sweeps aside our objec- 
tions, at least, for the particular per- 
formance. 

Besides, it is the blessed mass of 
humanness in all details and not the 
story which makes this a pleasant 
Play, regardless of its faults. Mrs. 
Wiggin is as faithful as Dickens and 
to Americans she should be almost as 
interesting, for while she has not the 
grasp of a Dickens, she does bring 
just such a sympathetic touch to her 
homely little stories of American life. 
We know very well that the villages 
she pictures are exactly as she says 
they are, and that the characters she 
Presents would do and say in life ex- 
actly what she has them doing and 
saying in her stories and plays. It 
is a long run from “Seven Keys to 
Bald Pate“ and “Rebecca of Sunny- 
brook Farm,” but I belleve that there 
is abundant room on the stage for 
both and I don't know of any play 
to which it would be more pleasant 
to take a party of little people or of 
sane and comfortable grown-ups than 
this same Rebecca. 

It is seldom that the Burbank stages 
anything in better faith than the pres- 
ent offering. They could improve on 
it, and I have no doubt they will, bur 
it would be almost hyper-critictsm to 
find fault with any of the character- 
izations. 

Miss Lillian Roberts and Miss 
Dorothy Duncan win the audience as 
Riverboro children, and it was a joy 
to see their parts brought to such a 
nice point without being overdone in 
the slightest. 

Miss St. Leon's acting is of unusual- 
ly delicate shading. She should keep 
to child parta, for it is then that she 
is at her best. 

Miss Elliot, as the trascible aunt. 
ig compelled to age too much in three 
brief years, yet the part is beautifully 
taken, and she has the most pa- 
thetic support in Miss Laura Love as 
a Spinster sister. 

Miss Travers has the part of a 
woman whose tongue is a rattle-trap 
and she offers us much amusement in 
the role. Miss Bryson. as the crushed 
wife of the coarse and blunde ug near- 
villain (Mor Corrigan in a mos. faith- 
ful portrayal) who reforms, gives us 
one of his finest character bits and 
sustains the good impression she has 
made in all of her recent work. 

Mr. Bennison's old stage driver is 
wonderously kind and the manner of 
the age modulations of his voice is 
that of the adept. John Oaker makes 
a good impression as the boy who was 
born in the poorhouse, but who doesn’t 
expect to end there. Mr. Lowe is not 
suited for parts like that of “Mr.

MAY BE VILLA’S DOWNFALL 

Indications here tonight are that 
the Villa cause is slowly collapsing. 


Premature as the announcement to 
this effect would appear, four signi- 
ficant facts. seem to foreshadow, not 
an end of Villaism or revolution in 
Mexico, but imminent disorganization 
of the Villa government. 

First: The Maderos seem to have 
abandoned the support of the north- 
ern chieftain, Gen. Raoul Madero 
having left him at a critical time for 
California. Col. Emilio Madero is in 
El Paso and declares he does not in- 
tend to return to Mexico. 

Second: Gen. Maximo Garcia, one 
of the heroes of the battle of Tor- 
reon and for several years Villa's 
closest military adviser, has also left 
Villa. He came to Kl Paso today en 
route to Los Angeles. 

Third: Villa's forces fallen 
back a thousand miles om Mexico 
City without once regaining lost 
ground and Villa ita tonight declared 
to have already arranged for the 
evacuation of Torreon. He has sent 
his whole Torreon army save 600 men 
to Durango in the West and Monterey 
in the East; leaving the Carranzistas 
an open door to the north. 

Fourth: Complications have arisen 
with the United States over attempts 
to extort money from the foreigners 
in his district, and yet, without funds, 
Villa's forces are facing a condition 
just short of starvation. There is 
little left in the northern country 
from which they can subsist. 

VILLA FALLING BACK. 


On the other hand, with Villa fan- 
ing back to the north, his military 
strength becomes greater while Gen. 
Alvaro Obregon'’s advance becomes 


weaker. For, as Villa retires, he ts 
massing the garrisons that depleted 
his strength as he dropped them when 
he went south.

CAR KILLS WOMAN; 


AUTOIST SAYS VICTIM 


Mrs. A. Shilling died at the Receiv- 
ing Hospital a few minutes after she 
was run down at Second street and 
Broadway yesterday by an automo- 
bile driven by Harry Phillips, No. 605 
East First street. Her injuries in- 
cluded a fractured skull and crushed 
ribs. Phillips was arrested, and held 
in the City Jail on a charge of sus- 
pected manslaughter. 

Conflicting reports are on record re- 
garding the details of the tragedy. 
Phillips said he was running less than 
six miles an hour, and that Mrs. 
Shilling started to cross the street. 
“She stopped, then started again, 
and I thought she was going to cross. 
Then she stopped suddenly again, 
started to go back, and then started 


forward again, and I couldn't help 
striking her.” 
Witnesses tell a different story. 


They say Phillips was driving his ma- 
chine at a rapid rate, most of them 
estimating it to have deen fully 
twenty miles an hour.

DENIES RUMORED 
STEAMSHIP DEAL. 


Japanese Magnate Here on 
Other Business, 


To Visit Harbor, then Inspect 
Cement Plant. 


Finds this City Much Bigger 
Since Last Visit. 


Japan's foremost business man 
Soichiro Asano—arrived in Los An- 
geles yesterday preceded by a full- 
fledged rumor that he will purchase 
the Pacific Mai] Steamship line and 
merge it with the famous Toyo Kisen 
Kaisha line. of which he is the presi- 
dent. With characteristic Japanese 
politeness, the self-made millionaire, 
who is now nearing 70, denied the re- 
port. 

Mr. Asano admits, however, that he 
is interested in shipping on the Pa- 
eine Coast—also in cement and oil. 
He will visit the harbor this morn- 
ing. and tomorrow morning he will 
make a trip to Riverside 
to look at a cement plant. 

Three of Mr. Asano’s boats, engaged 
in South American commerce, touch 
at the port of Los Angeles. They 
are the Keyo, Seigo and Anyo. He 
said yesterday that he is contemplat- 
ing adding two more boats to the 
South American line as soon as they 
are needed to increased busi- 
ness. 

The name of Asano is well known 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the Pacific Ocean. His ships, among 
them the Shinyo Maru, Chiyo Maru 
and Tenyo Maru, plying between San 
Francisco and the Orient, are the last 
word in luxurious ocean travel.

FINDS THIS CLEANEST 


LARGE CITIES. 


OS ANGELES is the cleanest and 


the country, R. Samuel Stead- 
well, president of the World's Purity 
Federation, declared yesterday, just 
before departing for his home in the 
East. He made it after a cursory and 
rather superficial investigation of con- 
ditions in the city and declared it was 
a pleasure to be able to refute the 
announcement by Harry Brolaski, 
chief investigator of the American 
Civie Reform Union to the effect that 
vice flourishes here. 

Mr. Steadwell came to Los Angeles 
following the meeting in San Fran- 
cisco of the International Purity Con- 
gress, before which Mr. Brolaski said 
“those unkind words about Los An- 
geles, and he wanted to find for his 
personal satisfaction whether they are 
true. He has been conducting such 
investigations many years and he 
said it was not necessary for him to 
spend much time here to discover that 
Los Angeles is far above the average. 

Mr. Brolaski is reported to have 
compared Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco and to have made the statement 
that vice is more rampant here than 
in the north. Mr. Steadwell says the 
comparison is absurd. In San Fran- 
cisco he made a more thorough in- 
vestigation of the vice situation and, 
he said, he was shocked. 

“It is a shame that this damnable 
situation is allowed to exist,” he said. 
In making the investigation he was 
accompanied by several prominent 
clergymen and he told of their visit to 
the “slums” with apparent disgust. 
Hie said they saw colored and white 
girls reproduce the September Morn 
painting and other “norrid” sights. 

“The quickest way to get a line 
on the vice conditions is to talk with 
street car operatives and bell boys,” 
he said. 1 have talked to many

them and have found that Los An- 
geles is clean. 

“The world has made more ad- 
vancement with the problem of vice in 
the past ten years than in 200 years 
before,” he continued. “The big prob- 
lem is commercialized vice. When 
that is eliminated the other will be 
successfully taken care of by the pub- 
lic. It will be only necessary for the 
people to rise up against vice to wipe 
it out.”

If 
I were a man I would revolt against 
any such suggestion. 

“In my opinion, the immense arma- 
ment of the European powers was 
responsible for the cataclysm that en- 
gulfe the entire world. And yet this 
is not a war of nations. My country 
is not fighting as a nation. The great 
mass of people would rather be at 
peace. It is a war of diplomats, a war 
of commercial interests. 

I have visited the United States 
eight times during the past seven 
vears. When I arrived here the last 
time, I was told that peace talk here 
was useless. I will tell you, with 
British frankness, that peace talk is 
more vital to you in this country than 
it is in Europe. This world wide ob- 
session has spread over the entire 
globe. The United States is in a peril- 
out situation. 

Your nerves are raw. I have never 
in my life heard such terrible and 
hateful things sald of one nation or 
the other than I have heard since I 
arrived here. It would take a very, 
very little act either by yellow news- 
papers or politics, to plunge this 
eountry into the European vortex. 
There is more hate in this country 
than in any of the nations now at 
war. 

WHY SOLDIERS FIGHT. 

“Why can't the world convert the 
passion with which it slays into the 
power to save? 

“Why does the soldier fight? I do 
not blame the soldier who is at the 
front. Two out of three of our sol- 
lers are now fighting because they 
believe they are warring to end war. 
They do not understand that wars 
breed wars, and as long as there is 
armament, we will have some nation 
that wants to try this armament. 

“Right now hate rules the world. 
I was shocked and grieved to hear 
a prominent churchman of London 
remark that this was the time to 
preach hate. A bishop said in my

Dr. Charles Edward Locke, at the 
First Methodist Church, in a prelude 
before the sermon last evening, spoke 
in unmistakable disapproval of the 
imirsion of prayers at the commence- 
ment exercises of the Los Angeles high 
schools. In unequivocal terms he ex- 
plained how this condition has come 
about He also strongly supported the 
so-called tin tag” ordinance upon 
which the City Council will soon act. 
Dr. Locke said: 
“Those who were in attendance at 
the recent interesting commence- 
meni exercises of the unequalled high 
schools of the city of Los Angeles 
noticed a curious omission in the pro- 
gramme such as is hardly found in 
another city. great or small. in all 
America. Strangers especially mar- 
veled at it and supposed it was an in- 
excusable inadvertence; but the citi- 
zens passed it over as a custom which 
war introduced a few years ago, and 
Is now accepted as a matter of course. 
the proprieties have been 
trampled upon, and though the ideale 
of practically all of the patrons of 
the schools have been ruthlessly disre- 
garded, yet it has remained for some- 
one to call public attention to the 
facts in the case, which only need to 
be known, I am sure to stir our 
hearts with indignation. and result in 
a protest. which no doubt our new 
school board will take pleasure in cor- 
recting without delay. 
“Of course, I refer to the astound- 
ing fact that no longer are prayers 
to Almighty God permitted. You may 
go all over California as I have done. 
in the high school commencement ad- 
dresses, which I have been most happy 
to deliver; you may journey into the 
contiguous Staies; you may cross the 
Rockies and stop at Denver and St. 
Louis and Minneapolis, and you may 
visit States north and south, and to 
the far east, and you may go every- 
where, and you will be gratified to 
find that the universal custom of 
Christian America is, in the graduat- 
ing exercises of the youth of our pub- 
lic schools, to stop a moment in the 
opening of the programme and rever- 
ently recognize Almighty God as the 
Father of our nation and the giver 
of every good and perfect gift.

Our 
cross is the thing that makes our re- 
ligion real. So it happens men are 
never without their cross. It is a tree 
of perennial growth. We shall by 
and by come to a world of crowns. 
The world we live in is a world of 
crosses. 

“The cross is carried by all good 
men. That it is our mission and task. 
we know. But tt was also the mission 
and task of the cloud of witnesses. 
Because they carried their cross we 
carry our cross. Their example is our 
courage and cheer. Abel was a 
Pioneer in faith. He had no cloud of 
witnesses. Yet he carried his cross. 
If he could do so well when the 
world was young, might we not do 
well that the world is old. Enoch 
carried his cross and pleased God. 
The cross of Noah was the ark. The 
cross of Abraham was to be a 
stranger and pilgrim on the earth 
when he thought himself anchored. 
The cross of Moses was affliction in 
the room of pleasure, so lions, and fire, 
and the sword and armies and dens 
and death were the crosses of thou- 
sands more. Every good man in all 
the earth in all ages carries his cross. 
The bad man lays it down. He e a 
bad man because he lave it down. 
He is not worthy. He dishonors his 
kind. In a world of crosses he runs 
free. His liberty is his shame. 

“Greatest of all great things is the 
thought that God its with us in carry- 
ing crosses. Jesus, the Son of God: 
Jesus, God, manifest in the flesh. en- 
dured the cross. The great cross- 
bearer of all the universe is the great 


“Jesus as a physician made use of 
many natural means He never de- 
spised food, sleep nor medicine. But 
He was greatly concerned that faith 
should not be forgotten. When the 
sick woman came to Him and touched 
the hem of His carment in faith, pow- 
er went forth from Him, as it always 
has throughout the centuries when He 
feela the touch of human faith. 

“Faith will not suddenly change a 
five-talent man into a ten-talent man 
but faith will enable man so to live 
in God, so that all his five talents will 
be at work. A man’s body and mind 
work together as an engine. In many 
cases the engine wastes its energy in 
noise and heat. Worry and an anxious 
mind neutralize ite power. Faith is 
the lubricant by which the parts are 
made to run smoothly and quietly for 
in quietness and confidence is strength. 
Much bodily Hines and personal in- 
efficiency are caused by worry, for it 
is worry, not work, that kills. 

“Prof. James once said the sover- 
eien cure for worry is religious faith. 
The tossing billows on the surfate of 
the ocean leave the deep places un- 
disturbed. To him who has a hold on 
the vaster and more permanent reali- 
tles the hourly viciasitudes of personal 
destiny seem relatively insignificant. 
He who has learned to say, ‘Yea, 
though He slay me yet wilt I trust 
Him,’ has risen high above all the 
little vexations that spoll and weaken 
life. 

“We all want to be good but we are 
often bad. Like the apostie we find 
the two tendencies at war in us; 
whereas, we wanted to do the good, 
we have done the bad. Faith is es- 
sential to moral victory. There is no 
more beautiful picture than that of 
the woman who crept to Jesus's feet 
when He was at “imon’s feast and be- 
gan with peniten: and loving heart to 
‘annoint His feet with precious oint- 
ment and with her tears. Her sins 
were many, but because she loved 
much, much could be forgiven. How 
could such a woman, so scarred with 
sin learn learn the leason of love like 


God Himself. We are to look unto

to moral deliverances. One of the 
most wonderful facts in the gospel 
ia the power of faith, not only by 
which we heln ourselves but by which 
we help others.

Our faith, if it be active and 
genuine, can help them to Christ and 
to deliverance.

HE BRAINS OF THE NATION. 

’ Even in the reshuffle in the govern- 
ment, few of the great brains of England 
will be retired from service to the nation. 
The reinstatement of Lord Fisher, whose 
differences with Winston Churchill caused 
his resignation from the navy 4s First Sea 
Lord, to the important position of chairman 
of the Inventions Board, is a noticeable case 
in point.

HE BIAGHT OF PATERNALISM. 
“Taxation is legally supposed to be 
payment for benefits received by the tax- 
payer. The Reclamation Board has not at- 
tempted to show such benefits. From the 
time of John Hampden resistance to non- 
beneficial taxation has been regarded 
the duty of free men.” ; 

Such is the rejoinder of the delta farm- 
ers of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
valleys to what they term a paternalistic 
attempt of one of the State's “progressive” 
bureaus to rob them of their homes through 
unjust taxation. 

And what an awakening these farmers 
have had! They sent committees to the 
1913 session of the Legislature to ask for 
the creation of a State Reclamation Com- 
mission in order that there might be 
co-operation in the reclamation of the 
delta lands in the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin valleys. They had their own delta 
association and had expended $250,000 in 
reclamation work. But some of their num- 
ber had been reading how much better the 
State could do things for them than they 
could do those things themselves; the So- 
Clalistic idea of State cooperation was 
especially appealing. Of course, little urg - 
ing at Sacramento was necessary to secure 
an extra commission; all the Progressive 
administration asked was an excuse. So 
the commission was duly constituted by the 
Legislature; commissioners were appointed 
with a per diem of $20 and expenses and 
the farmers went back to their planting 
and thelr harvests, assured that their trou- 
bles were ended. 

But the awakening came this month 
when they learned this Reclamation Com- 
mission had levied an assessment that 
threatened to be mote devastating than 
the worst flood that ever swept down from 
the high Sierras. They found in the com- 
mission a master in place of a servant: in 
place of gaining more power they had sur- 
rendered the independence they once pos- 
sessed. They have appealed to the courts, 

t: 


“The Reelamation Board is now meet- 
ing with widespread resistance, a re 
sistance due to its maladroit exercise 
of its autocratic power. It has levied 
a tax of $250,000 on the delta farmers . 
without proper notice or explanation 
of the use to be made of the money. 
The tax was due June 15 and delinquent 
July 15. It began drawing 7 per cent. 
at the first date; 10 per cent. was added 
at the second date and the land of de- 
linquents was to be immediately sold 
and their homes taken away from them. 
This burden put upon farmers between 
seed time and harvest has naturally 
caused resistance.” 


Their statement concludes with the as- 


sertion that they “will ask the next Legis- 
lature to put the Reclamation Board out of 
business. We had that body created for 
beneficial work, not for ornament nor for 
sniffing of incense and the enjoying of 
autocratic power.” 

Reclamation of delta lands is a big un- 
dertaking if it is to be done on any co- 
operative plan. The chief complaint of 
the delta farmers seems to be that the 
members of the Reclamation Commission 
are influenced by personal and local mo- 
tives rather than by a desire for the great- 
est good for the greatest number. The 
chairman of the board is a Sacramento 
publisher and the farmers think that he is 
swayed by the fact that his personal inter- 
ests aré in Sacramento. They now feel 
that they made a great mistake in asking 
fer a State board in which sectional in- 
Suence could hardly be avoided, in place 
of seeking the co-operation of the Federal 
government, which is more remote from 
these sectional influences. But they are 
im no mood at the present time for either; 
they have had enough of Socialistic pater- 
nalism, State and national. Their nightly 
plea is to the Lord to deliver them from 
both, that they may form again a coop- 
erative association of their own, depend 
upon mutual self-help, know that their as- 
sessments are not to go “to pay the sal- 
aries of incompetent engineers or to evapo- 
rate in overhead and office expense.” They 
now feel that to be independent and suc- 
cessful they must free themselves from all 
form of paternalistic guidance, stand on 
their own possessions and help themselves. 


HE FOOLISH LA FOLLETTE LAW. 

It is reported that the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company has sold or is nego- 
tiating for the sale of its nine great steam- 
ers to the Japanese line. K is to be hoped 
that this statement is not true and that the 
company will comply with the request made 
by the Secretary of Commerce and defer 
action until Congress shall have an oppor- 
tunity, either in general or special session, 
to repeal the La Follette shipping law. 

The foreign commerce of America is too 
vast and too valuable to be entrusted to 
foreign ships for transportation, especially 
at the present time. The European war 
created conditions favorable to the revival 
of our shipping. Ships can now-—for the 
first time in many years-—-be built in the 
United States cheaper than in Europe and 
delivered many months before it will be 
possible for European yards to resume their 
places. 

Capitalists engaged in the shipping bus!- 
ness did not fail to noti¢e this opportunity 
and were about to embrace it when the 
La Follette law was enacted, and immedl- 
ately orders for shipbuilding were withheld. 

The war and its aftermath will create con- 
ditions which—with the La Follette law re- 
pealed—will make it possible for America 
to regain a foothold in the world’s com- 
merce. 

The law restricting American registry to 
American-bullt hulls did not help American 
shipyards because it did rot take into con- 
sideration the fact that shipbuilding and 
ship operation are inseparably connected, 
and the other provisions of our navigation 
laws drove American capital into the con- 
struction of foreign-built hulls and the ex- 
pansion of shipping under foreign flags.

If we take the 
German viewpoint and témember the al- 
most dazzling successes of the German 
armies in the last few Weeks, it will be 
clear that there is no remgon -likely to ap- 
peal to the German mind ds sufficient justt- 
fication for a sacrifice g 7 as we demand. 


I am not a German sympathizer; I do 
not believe that the of the 
tania was justifiable. it experience tells 
me that I cannot make disclaimer too 
loud or positive when I amfattempting to 
make clear what I belleve o be the German 
point of view, to “state, it persuasively 
enough to convince those who do not al- 
ready hold it, that it is sufficiently plausible 
to be the view of Germah statesmen. 

Let me now try to put the present case 
from the German point of view in order to 
make clear what I conceive to be the real 
reason they do not yield to our demands.

That is, Germany has nothing to gain in 
tangible, physical ways by yielding. Has 
she anything to lose? What penalties and 
dire consequences do we present as likely 
to be incurred by a resolute maintenance 
of the German position? . None whatever, 
except our moral reprobgtion and diplo- 
matic displeasure. Let mie again empha- 
size that I am attempting’ to put this as a 
German in Germany would. 

We must not forget that semt-official 
dispatches from Washington and editorials 
from the press in most sections of the 
country have often depretated doing any- 
thing except protest. Wa have explicitly 
said that if anything happéns it will be be- 
cause Germany begins t. Will it not be 
clear to the Germans—is it not already 
clear to them—that they have merely to 
refrain from anything extept words and 
no consequences will be entailed? 

In the next place, the Secretary of War, 
many men of influence, including past Sec- 
retaries of Navy, and the press as a whole, 
proclaim our utter unprefaredness to ex- 
ert force. Our army and navy are un- 
versally admitted to be tio small to add 
effec vely to the forces @iready opposing 
Germany, while the time required for ef- 
feetive preparation is so.great that the 
Germans are sure we could not aid their 
enemies within any length of time war is 
likely to last. Some of the most influen- 
tial papers in the country have even de- 
clared editorially, almost with satisfaction, 
‘that to prepare in any wey, for the even- 
tuality of a German refijsal of our de 
mands would be contrary American tra- 
| dition. to present policy to public 
opinion, as well. 

If we mean one-half of what we have 
most solemnly declared, German states- 
men probably are certain that they have 
nothing material to gain by yielding and 
nothing material to lose by declining to 
yield, on the other hand, they can see with 
plainness that we ask them to renounce 
something undoubtedly substantial and ad- 
vantageous. Why, re, should they 
hesitate? 

Is the moral support of the United States 
worth the sacrifice of sulmarine warfare 
and the campaign of “frightfulness”? I 
do not know whether a German statesman 
would answer this in the alirmative: there 
are some indications ‘that be would. Let 
us assume for argument sake that he 
would. We must still ask whether Ger- 
many’s acceptance in full of the demands

FLIES LIMITED 
TO TEN GALLONS.

PASADENA, Aug. 1.—That 
there are not ten gallons of 
flies in Pasadena this summer is 
the assertion of Dr. Stanley P. 
Black, city health officer. That 
to swat the fly in December is 
worth 250,000 times as much as 
swatting a fly now is another 
bold statement made by the 
physician. That the December 
is the great-great-great- 
grandfather of the fly of the 
present day is the assertion of 
the man who knows more about 
fighting the pests than any 
other man in the south. 

Dr. Black says that the cam- 
paign in this city against flies is 
made in December and Janu- 
ary and is thorough. The law 
requiring all refuse from 
kitchens to be wrapped securely 
in paper is given as another 
reason why Pasadena is en- 
abled to fight the files with 
greater ease. 

For four years now has Pas- 
adena waged this war of swat- 
ting the fly while other cities 
forget it. Flies multiply so 
rapidly, according to Dr. Black. 
that the elimination of a single 
fly in winter does more good 
than the slaughter of gallons 
upon gallons of them in sum- 
mer.

NEED SCHOOL FACILITIES. 
Huntington Park Citizens Discuss 
How to Provide Money and 
Spend It. 

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
HUNTINGTON PARK, Aug. 1.— 

“The purpose of this meeting is to 

find out what the board shall do for 


the deestrick.” 

With those exact words, E. B. Lowe, 
chairman of the Huntington Park 
grammar school board, announced to 
a meeting of citizens in the city hall, 
Friday evening, the purpose of their 
having been called together. 

The lack of school accomodations 
nearing the acute stage has impelled 
the board, Mrs. Reba Leonard, Orville 
W. Jones and E. B. Lowe, to author- 
ize an issue of bonds. ‘The $50,000 
bonds were voted on on June 15 and 
failed to carry. Three mass-meeting 
have since been held to get an expres- 
sion of public opinion. At the meet- 
ing last evening considerable warmth 
developed when charges were openly 
made that the present board was not 
sufficiently intelligent to spend $50,000 
for the best interests of the city. 

Another reason given for opposing 
the bond iasue is that the board has 
not “segraded” the items on the bal- 
lote go that the voters can tell what 
each is for. Another faction, represent- 
ing those who live in the north section 
of the city in the neightborhood of 
Vernon, think that they are being 
slighted by being apportioned only 
$12,000 out of the $438,000, 

The town has been thoroughly cir- 
cularized by the board with statements 
of their position. The trustees claim 
that they are making every possible 
effort to find out and do what the 
people themselves want. Another elec- 
tion is called for August 2 to author- 
ize an iasue of $48,000. which is a 
compromise over the $50,000 origin- 
ally asked for. This latter amount 
has also been sanctioned by the Board 
ef County Supervisors.

BEAUMONT, Aug. 1.—The first lo- 
cal apples of the 1915 season have 
been shipped to Los Angeles by J. 
Drew Funk. The early fruit was of 
the Summer Champion variety, which 
is well adapted to Beaumont condl- 
tions and is exclusively grown here. 
There is every indication that the 
present year will register a bumper 
apple crop for this district, where 
the trees are so heavily laden that 
much thinning of the fruit has been 
necessary. 

“Normal, or better,” was the report 
of County Horticultural Commissioner 
Sharpe on all Beaumont orchard 
prospects, when he recently inspected 
the trees in this vicinity. 

This season's initial shipment of 
pears from Beaumont was sent to 
Las Angeles by the Fruit Growers’ 
Association. The fruit shipped was 
of the Fame variety, and in quality 
was worthy of the name. The pears 
sent in the first consignment were 
crown by R. D. Rosenberger, G. A. 
Bromfield and J. G. Fisk. More 
* will follow at brief inter- 
vals. 

Since preventive measures against 
the blight have been taken by the or- 
chardists, pears are recognized as one 
of the crops pre-eminently adapted 
to this locality and which in the fu- 
ture may rival apples in extent and 
profitableness. 

YUCAIPA APPLE SHOW.
